Weekly Grain Trade Talk 


Chicago, Monday, March 2.—An old 


axiom that wheat bought about March 
1 nearly always makes money before 
May. 
finds many believers In Hoard 


of Trade circles. 
There aro 
some 


reasons why this can prove true this 
year. 
The hull features, however, 


are problematical, am. may not ma- 
terialize, while the near features actu- 
ally exist, and are plentiful, and on 
that account the bears have decided- 
ly the better of the argument at the 
present time. ' Of course, 
a 
crop 
scare, with tho 
bullish 
sentiment 


that prevails, and would 
multiply, 


would carry any advance further and 
quicker than anything .else, for it Is 
a well known fact, the outside spec- 
ulator will buy on that kind of news 
In preference to anything else. From 
tho tone of the advices received last 
fall, pertaining to the prevalence of 
the Hessian fly at that time, wo may 
expect to hear something of this sort 
In a fow weeks, but everyone knows 
that a crop scare bulge seldom holds, 
and generally loses money for every- 
one in the endjhowever, while It lasts 
it can make a great deal If one is 
fortunate enough to .bo on tho right 
side. 
In view, of this possibility In 


the near-future, it may be well to go 
slow selling wheat short, especially 
on the breaks. 
There aro other fac- 
tors which may give 
us 
another 


bulge in May wheat, the principal ono 
being the scarcity of contract wheat. 


which has been the foundation for 
cry advance since last September. 
The Northwestern situation is also 
very strong. 
As a rule the best post- 


ed people there are bearish, but they 
have not been bearish at any tlmo 
on this crop, and the high premiums 
paid for cash wheat by Northwestern 
millers is nn evidence they expect a 
scarcity before their next crop Is har- 
vested six months hence. 
Without 


a doubt, farm reserves In tho North' 
west are below the usual 
amount 


at this time of the year, but the next 
Government.report, whlcn will 
be 


published on March 10th, will glvo us 
information on this score. 
In Min- 


neapolis there Is about as much wheat 
as more was one year ago, but tne1 
mills there will grind every bushel 
of it, and will need more. 
In Duluth 


where stocks are usually liberal this 
time of year, awaiting the 
opening 


of navigation, there Is 
now 
about 


fi.500,000 bu. less wheat than 
there 


was one year ago, which means ex- 
porters must look elsewhere, especial 
ly for Spring wheat, but If the export 
demand continues aa light as It has 
been for the past two months, there 
will bo more than enough to supply 
tho demand. Estimates on this range 
from 15,000,000 bu. to 
20,000,000 bu. 


which will soon begin to move, and 
will make up for tho shortage In Du- 
luth. 
I believe there Is also a great 
deal of winter wheat left In farmers 


hands, but the March Government re- 
port will settle this question. 
Ar- 


gentina may be able to supply tuo 
foreign demand for some tlmo 
to 


come, possibly until our winter wheat 
crop Is harvested, only four months 
hence, but shipments from that coun- 
try while large, are finding a ready 
market and being distributed 
more 


widely than usual. 
Stocks 
every- 


where abroad ore small, even Aus- 
tralia—which country Is usually an 
exporter of wheat Is importing and 
taking Argentine wheat, and It may 
be that we may be called upon 
to 


supply a larger quantity tnan Is now 
Indicated, or than we have to spare. 
In that case values will have to ad- 
vance. 
The coming month may, 


however, decide what will he the ten- 
dency of this market and the price 
of wheat for some time to come, pos- 
sibly for the next 
twelve 
months. 


Sentiment Is n powerful market fac- 
tor, for some time It has leaned to 
tue bull side. 
Should there, howev- 


er, be no crop scare, and Indications 
point to a record breaking crop of 
winter wheat, then sentiment 
will 


quickly change and the course of val- 
ues may be steadily downward.
